AMERICAN BOOKS IK THE BBITISII MU- 


SEUM.—An article in the January mumber 
of the Edinburgh 
Review relates some 


curious facts about the contents r,f the li- 
brary of the British Museum. It appears 
that a mumber of gentlemen have been 
employed twenty years upon a new cata- 
logue of the books. It has already reached 
the siz-3 of two thousand (olio volumes.— 
There are forty miles of book shelves. There 


five hundred and sixty thousand Vol- 


umes. This is perhaps the largest library 
in the world j though the Biblioibequc Im- 
perial at Paris, has eight hundred thousand 
eepan.te volumes and pieces. The Museum 
has a collection nf about 30,000 hook? pub- 
lished in the United States, which is more 
thai'double the extent of any similar col- 
lection of American books in our own coun- 
trv.—N. S'.
